Summer Diarrhea of Infants. 
HE number of deaths of infants 
T trom summer diarrhea has been 
| greatly reduced owing to the 
fact that physicians have studied the 
cause of this disease and the means 
to cure and prevent it. and have im.- 
proved ita treatment. It is well ree- 
/Ognized that the ‘heat of summer 
plays an important part in the de- 
velopment of the disease although 
it is not the direct cause. Summer 
|@iarrhea in March or April ig not 
nearly 80 fatal to infants as ft is in 
July and August. Besides, predispos- 
‘ing the infant to the disease, hot 
weather brings digease carriers, sach 
be flies and insects. The hot weather 
also takes & great deal of the water 
‘from the baby. and if this is net re- 
placed in good quantity the baby ia 
‘much more apt to suffer from sum- 
| mer diarrhea. Summer diarrhea is 
sometimes divided into three groups: 
| (1) Fermental diarrhea. This i« 
}a condition frequently found In in- 
| fants who are fed too heavily on 
carbohydrates such as sugars, malt 
preparations, cow's milk mixtures 
with large percentage of sugar in 
them, etc. The stools of such Infants 
are very acid and irritating to the 
skin. If corrected promptly these 
children quickly recover, as there is 
no fever nor is the _ intestine in. 
flamed or irritated. 
| The second group is ralled the 
| dysentery group. The little pattents 
afflicted with dysentery suffer vers 
Severe symptoms of fever and pros- 
tration, pain and bloody passages. 
Such children will require very close 
|watching by a competent physician 
as the disease is very fatal unless 
i checked. 
| The third group is called summer 
|diarrhea proper. This is the most 
,common form of diarrhea in infants 
It attacks the child suddenly, and 
there is nearly always fever, while 
sometimes convulsions occur. The 
‘stools may be green, or yellow. or 
brown, and there may be five to 30 
Watery passages a day. It is not 
| easily stopped by a change of diet or 
| by medicine, the diarrhea often con- 
(tinuing for several days Br weeks 
Blood, however, is not often seen in 
the stools. 
Physicians have found that by ex- 
amining the stools of infants they 
ean determine what group of diar- 
rhea the baby is afflicted with, and 
‘this oftentimes leads to the correct 
solution of the cause and leads to 
stopping the progress of the disease 
|The cure of the condition, however 
will depend largely upon how much 
strength the baby has for reaisting 
| the disease process. The germs can- 
)mot be destroyed with internal anti- 
| septics, but if the baby was in good
